- In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution , the President hereby makes the following rules to amend the 
Indian Defence Accounts Service ( Recruitment) Rules, published with the noti 
fication of the Government of India in the Ministry of Finance (Defence ) 
No. G . S . R . 906 , dated the 30th September , 1958 , in Part II Section 3 ( 1 ) of the 
Gazette of India dated the 11th October, 1958 , namely : 

1 . These rules may be called the Indian Defence Accounts Service (Recruit 
ment ) Third Amendment Rules, 1962, 

2 . In the Defence Accounts Service (Recruitment) Rules , for Rule 11 and the 
Notes thereunder , the following shall be substituted , namely : 

" 11 . A candidate must be 

( a ) a citizen of India , or 
(b ) a subject of Sikkim , or 
( c ) a subject of the State of Pondicherry , or 
( d ) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from Pakistan with the 

intention of permanently settling in India , 
Provided that, subject to the issue of a certificate of eligibility in his favour , 
a subject of Nepal or a Tibetan who came over to India betore the 1st January 
1962, with the intention of permanently settling in India may also be appointed 
to the Service: 

Provided further that a candidate belonging to category ( c ) or category ( d ) 
above must be a person in whose favour a certificate of eligibility had been given 
by the Government of India and if he belongs to category ( d ) the certificate of 
eligibility shall be valid only for a period of one year from the date of his appoint 
ment beyond which he can be retained in service only if he has become a citizen 
of India 


NOTE ,MA candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is necessary 

may be admitted to the examination or interview conducted by the 
Commission and he may also provisionally be appointed subject to 
the necessary certificate being given to him by the Government" .

" F .R . 51 ( 1 ) . - When a Government servant is , with proper sanction , tempo 

rarily deputed for duty out of India either in connection with the 
post held by him in India or in connection with any special duty on 
which he may temporarily be placed , he may be allowed by the 
President to draw during the period of deputation the same pay 

which he would have drawn had he remained on duty in India : 
Provided that a Government servant, who is placed on deputation while 

already on leave out of India on average pay, may be required by 
the President to continue to be on leave , in which case he shall be 
given during that period , in addition to his leave salary , an hono 
rarium of one- sixth of the pay which he would have drawn had he 
remained on duty in India ; the cost of passages from and to India 

shall be borne by him . 
NOTE . — The portion of the pay which a Government servant may be per 

mitted to draw in foreign currency while on deputation abroad will 
be determined in accordance with the orders issued by the President 

In this regard from time to time. 
( 2 ) A Government servant on deputation may also be granted a compen 

satory allowance in a foreign country of such amount as the Presi 

dent may think fit .

G . S . R . 1362 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution , the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the recruitment and conditions of service of persons to Class I and Class II posts 
in the Gorakhpur Labour Organization , Namely : 

1. Short title . — These rules may be called the Gorakhpur Labour Organization 
(Class I and Class II posts ) Recruitment Rules, 1962 . 

2. Application . These rules shall apply to the Class I and Class II posts of the 
Gorakhpur Labour Organization . 

3 . Classification , Scales of Pay , ago -Mmity method of recrultment , etc .-- The 
Classification of the said posts , scale of pay attached thereto , age limit , method 
of recruitment, qualifications and other matters relating to the said posts shall 
be as specified in the Schedule annexed hereto : 

Provided that the upper age- limit mentioned in column 6 of the Schedule may be 
relaxed in the case of persons belonging to the Scheduled Caste or Scheduled 
Tribes or in the cases of persons of other special categories in accordance with 
general orders of the Government of India from time to time 

4 . Disquallication . ( a ) No person who has more than one wife living or 
who , having a spouse living marries in any case in which such marriage is void 
by reason of its taking place during the life - time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the posts ; and ( b ) no woman whose marriage is void by reason 
of the husband having a wife living at the time of such marriage or who has 
married a person who has a wite living at the time of such marriage , shall be 
eligible for appointment to the posts . 

Provided that the Central Government may , if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule .
